First—W rds and phrases shall be taken in their plain 
or ordinary and usual sense; but technical words and 
phrases, {having a peculiar and appropriate meaning in law, 
shall be understood according to their technical import. 

Second—Words importing joint authority to three or 
more persons shall be construed as authority to a majority 
of such persons, unless otherwise declared in the law giv- 
ing such authority. 

Third—The word ‘‘month” shall mean a calendar 
month, and the word **year" shall mean a calendar year, 
unless otherwise expressed ; and the word *'year'" shall be 
equivalent to the words ** year of our Lord.” 

Fourth—The words ‘‘preceding” and ‘‘following” re-

FUNDING COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 
AN ACT authorizing the redemption of county indebtedness, 


Be tt enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of the 
Territory of Wyoming : 


(Authority fo Sgcrion I. The board of county commissioners of any 
restriction. county may issue negotiable coupon bonds of their county 
for the purpose of paying, redeeming, funding or refunding 
the principal and interest of any indebtedness of their 
county, when the same can be done at a lower rate of inter- 
est, and to the profit and benefit of the county. Said bonds 
shall be issued as near as practicable in denominations of 
one thousand dollars each, but bonds of the denominations 
of five hundred dollars and one hundred dollars may be 
issued when necessary. Said bonds shall bear interest at a 
rate of not to exceed eight per cent per annum, to be paid 
on the first day of January and the first day of July in. each 
rear, åt the office of the county treasurer, or at such bank: 
in the city of New York as may be designated by the board 
of county commissioners, at the option of the holder thereof; 
such bonds shall be redeemed by the county in the follow- 
ing manner: Ten per cent of the total amount issued shall 
be paid in ten years from the date of issue, and ten per cent 
of the total amount annually thereafter until all of said bonds 
are paid, making the last bonds redeemable twenty years 
from the date of issue. But said bonds, or any part thereof, 
may ,at the option of the county issuing the same,be redeemed 
at any time after five years from the date of their issue,pro- 
vided such time and option be stated upon the face of each 
bond and each bond shall be redeemed in the order it is

The duties of duties and 
of the county superintendent of schools shall be as fol.??"*"* 
lows: e shall, on the first Monday in October in 
each year, transmit to the superintendent of public instruc-

Each school district in his county shall be apportioned the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars for the payment of 
teachers in such district, and all money remaining after such 
apportionment shall be apportioned to each district pro rata, 
according to the number of pupils in attendance at the 
schools of said district, reported to him by the several dis- 
trict clerks; but no district shall be entitled to the amount of 
one hundred and fifty dollars, for the payment of teachers, 
besides the pro rata apportionment, as provided in this sec- 
tion, when there are less than eight scholars, of school age, ` 
in said district; and he shall record a statement thereof in 
his office, and he shall also notify the county treasurer of 
such apportionment ; he shall immediately draw an order on 
the county treasurer, in favor of the treasurer of each dis- 
trict for the amount of its proportion, and transmit the same 

to the treasurer of the district: Provided, Such district 
treasurer shall have given his official bond, which draft the 
county treasurer shall pay to the district treasurer on pre- 
sentation of the draft properly endorsed. Should no appor- 
tionment of the school funds of the county be made on 
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the first Mondáy in December, as required in this section, 
he may make an apportionment as soon thereafter as prac- 
ticable, in the same manner as hereinbefore provided. He 
may also make a supplementary apportionment of the money 
in the county school fund at any time after the first Monday 
in December, prior to the first of the following June, and

AN ACT to provide for the organization, management und control of 

banks, banking institutions, savings banks, and loan and trust companies.

however, to the contingences, restrictions, conditions and 
liabilities prescribed in this act. The persons uniting to 
form such associations, shall execute and acknowledge, 
according to law, a certificate of articles of association, 
which shall specifically state: 


First—The corporate name of such company. 
Second—-The object for which the company shall be 


formed, D x 
Third—The term of its existence, not to exceed fifty 
years. 


Fourth— The place or places where its offices shall be lo- 
cated, and its operations are to be carried on. 


Fifth—The amount of capital stock and the number of 
"shares into which the same is to be divided. 


Sixth—The names and places of residence of the share 
holders and the number of shares held by each of them. 


Seventh—The number of directors and the names of those 
who shall manage the affairs of the association for the first 
year. | 

Eighth—The fact that the certificate is made to enable 
such persons to avail themselves of the advantages of this 
act. 

Such certificate shall be executed in triplicate, one of 
which shall be filed and recorded in the office of the register 
of deeds of the county in which the business of the associa- 
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tion is to be carried on; one also shall be filed and recorded 
in the office of the secretary of the territory ; and the third 
one shall be filed in the office of the auditor of the territory. 
Upon duly executing and recording such certificate, and 
otherwise complying with the provisions of this act in rela- 
tion to the organization of such association, the company 
shall become, from the date of such certifipate, a body cor- 
porate, and as such, aud in the name designated in the 
organization certificate, it shall have power: 


First—To adopt and use a corporate seal, 


Second—To have succession for a period not to exceed 
fifty years from its organization, unless it is sooner dissolved 
according the provisions of its articles of association, or by 
the act of its share holders owning two-thirds of its stock, 
or unless its franchise becomes forfeited by some violation 
of law. 


Third—To make contracts. 


Fourth—To sue and be sued, complain and defend, in any 
court, as fully as natural persons. 


Fifth—To elect or appoint directors, and by its board of 
directors to appoint a president, vice-president, cashier, and 
other officers, define their duties, require boeds of them, fix

LAND GRANT TO WYOMING FOR FISH CULTURE. 
House Joint Resolution No 1o. 


FISH CULTURE. 


Joint resolution of the council and house of representatives of the 
tenth legislative assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, memorial- 
izing the congress of the United States of America for the encourage- 
ment of fish culture in the Territory of Wyoming ; be it 
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Resolved by the Council and House of Representatives of the Tenth Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, in session assembled, 
to memorialize the congress of the United States of America, as 
follows: 

MEMORIAL. 


~ The tenth legislative assembly of the Territory of Wyoming re- 
spectfully represents to the congress of the United States of America 
the following : 

The culture of fish within the territory is especially desirable to its 
development. The legislature of the territory commenced its legis- : 
lation for fish culture in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine by the act 
of December first, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, chapter fifty- 
nine, of the compiled laws of Wyoming, and the amendatory act of 
December sixth, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, page thirty- 
seven of the session laws of that year, providing for the protection of 
trout in all the waters and streams of the territory. By the act of 
December eighth, eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, chapter forty- 
one of the session laws, the commissioners of Carbon county were 
authorized to employ county funds in the propagation, culture, collec- 
tion and distribution of trout in and among the waters of the county ; 
and by the act of March sixth, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, 
chapter forty-five of the session laws, and the act of March fifth, 
eighteen hundred and eighty-six, chapter forty-five of the session 
laws, the commissioners of each county were authorized to employ 
county funds for the propagation, culture, collection aud distribution 
of fish in and amoug the waters of the county; the two acts, last 
mentioned, contained ample provisions for the protection of fish 
against undue interference. The office of fish commissioner for the 
territory, with full jurisdiction over its waters for the culture, propa- 
gation, collection and distribution of fish in and among its waters, 
was created by chapter forty-two of the session laws of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-nine, was continued by chapter forty-eight of 
the session laws of eighteen hundred aud eighty-two, chapter forty- 
five of the session laws of eighteen hundred and eighty-four, and chap- 
ter forty-five of the session laws of eighteen hundred and eighty-six, 
and the office is permanently established ; these four statutes contain am~ 
ple provisión againstundue interference with fish ; exclusive of appropri- 
ations for fish commíssioner salaries—they appropriated to his office 
for fish culture expenses eight thousand, five hundred dollars. Under 
these statutes county and territorial funds have been liberally, judici- 

e+ rously and efficiently applied to the advancement of fish culture 
throughout the territory. The success of the fish commissioner's 
office alone may be seen from the following passage in the message 
of the governor of the territory to the present assembly : 

**'The report of the fish commissioner, Otto Gramm, herewith sub- 
mitted, is indeed, very interesting and instructive. The commis- 
sioner justly complains that the reports heretofore made have not been 
printed and published like other reports of territorial officers, for the 
information and guidance of all concerned ; and as the present report 
isa brief history of the workings and doings of the United States 
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government in fish culture, and what has been accomplished by Wyo- 
ming in the same direction, I trust the report will be printed and 
given the widest possible circulation. The report calls attention to 
the fact that the two thousand dollars, appropriated by the ninth legis- 
lative assembly for hatching house, and house for superintendent, 
was not available, because congress failed to pass an act giving title 
to the land on which the improvements were to be made. A bill was 
introduced by-Delegate Carey at the last congress, appropriating one 
thousand, two hundred and eighty acres for a fish hatchery and ínsti- 
tute, but failed to become a law, I made a personal visit to the 
hatchery on the twenty-seventb of last April and on the twenty-ninth 
received a communication from Otto Gramm, commissioner, touching 
the location and the desirability of securing title to the forty acres on 
which the hatchery is located. This letter I forwarded to the secie- 
tary of the interior, accompanied by a statement corroborating the 
facts ; setting forth what the territory had done, and asking that the 
proper steps be taken to secure to the territory title to the forty acres. 
These letters and the reply of the secretary of the interior are here- 
with transmitted for your information, and with the hope that they 
will be attached to the report of the fish commissioner and printed. 
I am convinced that the forty acres asked for can easily be secured 
with the aid of our delegate in congress, and suggest the passage of 
a joint resolution at an early day making this request of congress. I 
will gladly forward such resolution, with copies of the correspondence 
referred to." 7 

During the year eighteen hundred and eighty-six the total number 
of fish produced at the hatchery was seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand five hundred, as follows: Brook trout, two hundred and fifty 
thousand; lake trout, two hundred thousand ; white fish, three hun- 
dred thousand. In the fall of eighteen hundred and eighty-six, the 
appropriation being exhausted, the commissioner was compelled to 
suspend operations for a few months, so that he was unable to propa-- 
gate any fish for eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, and a conse- 
quentloss of one year. "This season one hundred and fifty thousand 
eggs have been taken from the brook trout now kept on hand as 
breeders, and two hundred thousand eggs purchased from the east. 
'This is the first season that spawn has been taken from the hatchery, 
and in another season the breeders will produce all the ova that can 
be used at the hatchery. "The breeding ponds now contain two thous- 
and two-year eastern brook trout; one thousafid five hundred three- 
year lake trout, and fifty two-year-old California rainbow trout. 

The territorial hatchery, consisting of hatch house and necessary 
improvements, is situated in Albany county, and occupies forty acres 
of United States land—the forty acres being part of the abandoned 
military reservation, known as the Fort Sanders reservation, and con- 
sisting of the southwest quarter of the southeast quarter of section 
twenty-three, in township fifteen north, of range seventy-three west 
of the sixth principal meridian. The hatchery was located and has 
been maintained and operated there by the permission of the war de- 
partment. 

Section sixteen, of chapter forty-five, of the laws of eighteen 
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hundred and eighty-six, provides: ‘There is hereby appropriated 
out of the territorial treasury, not otherwise appropriated, the sum of 
two thousand dollars for the purpose of enlarging the present hatch 
house, and building a suitable house for the superintendent, the work 
to be done under the direction of the fish commissioner; provided 
that no part of this appropriation shall be expended until title to the 
land on which such improvements are made shall be vested in the 
territory." The appropriation made by this section stands sus- 
pended, because the title to the forty acres is not in the territory. 
The fully efficient prosecution of fish culture by the territory must 
be retarded, until the latter can own its hatchery ground ; the above 
mentioned forty acres are especially suitable for the culture; the 
transfer of the establishment to other ground would involve serious 
loss, and it is important that the title to the above mentioned forty 
acres should be vested in the territory. 

This assembly therefore respectfully requests of the congress of the 
United States a gratuitous grant to the territory of the fee of the forty 
acres for the.prosecution of fish culture, and for legislation appropri- 
ate to the purpose. 

It is further resolved that a duly authenticated copy of this resolu- 
tion be transmitted to the governor of the territory, and that he stand 
requested to cause the same to be presented to the congress of the 
United States, and to take proper steps fox obtaining from the United 
States the desired grant.

~ Joint resolution of the council and house of representatives of the 
tenth legislative assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, for legislation 
?* * by the congress of the United States of America, enabling the people 
of the territory to form a constitution and state government, and for 
the admission of such state into the Union of the United States of 

America on an equal footing with the original states thereof. 

Resolved by the Council and House of Representatives of the Tenth Legis- 
lative Assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, to memorialize the con. 
gress of the United States of America, as follows: 

MEMORIAL. 
The tenth legislative assembly of the Territory of Wyoming, in ses- 
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sion assembled, respecttully represents to the congress of the United 
States of America the following : 

The organic act of the territory was approved on the twenty-fifth 
day of July, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight; the organization was 
completed on the nineteenth day of May, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
nine ; as organized, the terrítory has existed tor nearly nineteen years. 

Its coal fields are numerous and extensive, have been much worked, 
and are seemingly exhaustless; itsiron, soda and oilfields are ex- 
tensive and rich and are seemingly exhaustless ; its native grasses are 
various, abundant and highly nutritious; contrary to former impres- 
sion, its capacity for vegetable culture is very remarkable, aided by 
irrigation. 

An extensive system of skilled irrigation has been established, is 
rapidly increasing and admits of large and indefinite expansion. 

In his report to the secretary of the interior for eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, the then governor (Warren),stated the number of live 
stock in the territory, consisting of horned cattle, sheep, horses and 
mules, at three million one hundred thousand head; and their valua- 
tion at seventy-five million dollars ; and in his report to the secretary 
for eighteen hundred and eighty-six, the number as increased; and 
the value, as exceeding seventy-five million dollars; the two years 
were periods of exceptional market depression in live stock values,the 
last much more than the first. 

The long, extensive and accurate experience of that governor with 
the subject, and his sound and practical judgment entitle his state- 
ments to especial respect. 

The report to the secretary for eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, 
by the present governor (Moonlight), does not state the number or 
valuation for that year ; but it shows improved methods in the raising 
of horned cattle are in promising progress ; and that horse and sheep 
cultures have become extensive, are rapidly increasing, are conducted 
with superior intelligence, and represent large investments and fine 
breeds. The unmistakable ability and intelligence evinced by the re- 
port render it worthy of full confidence. ; 

It is plain to ordinary observation, that nature intends Wyoming 
for a great railway area of the west division of the continent anda 
great railroad highway for transcontinental trafic. The Union Pacific 
railway traverses the southern belt of the territory ; another trunk Pa- 
cific railway has been completed partially across the territory ; and the 
construction of a third has nearly reached its eastern boundary. . 

These lines finished, lateralization will follow according to the in- 
evitable law of trunk line development. Other and important railroads 
are also operating, and ordinary observation can easily foresee, that, 
within the next fourth of a century, the territory will be grid-ironed 
over by a complete railway system. » 

A free public and compulsory system: of education is well advanced 
here. 

The above data are moderately stated, and prepare the mind to 
accept the estimate of the present population of the territory, which is 
stated in the governor's report for eighteen hundred and eighty-seven 
at eighty-five thousand. 
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This assembly confidently accepts the report as correct on the sub- 


ject 

(The federal census for eighteen hundred and eighty accredited to 
Wyoming a population of twenty-one thousand seven hundred and 
three.) Treating the present population as being eighty-five thousand, 
the annual increase for the period, intervening June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty, and June thirtieth, eighteea hundred and eighty- 
eight, is seven thousand nine hundred and twelve, at which rate the 
population will be one hundred thousand by June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety-one. 

It is manifest that the prosperity and welfare of the people of this 
territory will advance, under state institutions, far beyond what can 
be realized in a territorial condition. s 

This legislature respectfully request of congress such legislation, as - 
will enable the people of the territory to form a constitution and state 
government, and for the admission of such state into the Union of the 
United States of America on an equal footing with the original states 
thereof; and that such legislation may embrace ample and gratuitous 
grants to such state government by the federal government of the 
lands: of the latter, lying within the territory, for the support of com- 
mon Schools, for the erection at the capital of the state of public 
buildings for judicial and legislative purposes, or to promote the con- 
struction of such buildings ; also for the erection of a penitentiary or 
state prison, the donated lands and the proceeds thereof, to be em- 
ployed as the legislature of such state government may direct, in re- 
spect to the support and conduct of schools and the erection or con- 
struction of such judicial, legislative and penitentiary buildings, and 
that such legislation may further provide that a proper percentum of 
the proceeds of the sales of all public lands lying within said state, 
which shall be sold by the United States, subsequent to the admission 
of said state into the Union,after deducting all expenses incident to the 
same, shall be donated and paid to the said state for the purpose of 
making and improving public roads, constructing ditches or canals, 
to effect a general system of irrigation of the agricultural land in the 
state, as its legislature shall direct. 

Resolved, 'T'hat a duly authenticated copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tion be transmitted to the goverhor of the territory and that he stand 
requested to take proper steps to obtain from congress the above de- 
sired legislation.

That unless such additional officers be employed the legislative as- 
sembly of this territory will be greatly hampered, hindered and de- 
layed in the discharge of its duties, and thereby the present law of 
congress will operate unjustly upon the people of the territory and will 
prevent the consideration of much merited and needed legislation ; 
that the employment and payment of such additional officers has been 
decided by the supreme court of Idaho to be in conflict with the laws 
of congress, and there is urgent necessity for immediate legislation 
by congress upon the subject. ^ 

Your memoralists, therefore, most respectfully and humbly pray 
your honorable bodies that the subjeet of this memorial may receive 
your early attention and consideration, and that such legislation as is 
herein suggested may be adopted at an early day. And as in duty 
bound your memoralists will ever pray.

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FORT BRIDGER MILITARY RESERVATION. - - 
House Joint Resolution and Memorial No. 12. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress Assenbled: 


Your memoralists, the tenth legislative assembly of the territory of 
Wyoming, would respectfully represent: 

That the whole or a large part of the **Fort Bridger” military reser- 
vation, situated in Uinta county, in said territory, has been abandoned 
for military purposes nearly ten years; that the same has not been 
restored to the public domain or declared subject to settlement, not- 
withstanding the fact that no benefit has accrued to the United States, 
or any part thereof, from the lands embraced within said military 
reservation; that since said abandonment many actual settlers have 
located thereon, believing the land embraced therein would be re- 
stored to the public domain and declared subject to settlement, under 
the land laws of the United States, thereby enabling them to secure 
title to the lands so located and claimed by them. 

Your memorialists furtherrepresent: That a large part of the lands 
situated in abandoned reservation is well adapted to grazing, is suit- 
able for agriculture and capable of sustaining a large population, if 
the same was restored to settlement so title could be secured thereto ; 
that the greater part of said lands would be settled upon and im- 
proved by actual settlers if the same was declared subject to settle- 
ment and homestead; that the United States would derive a large 
revenue by reason of said settlement, actual settlers would be thereby 
enabled to secure homes for themselves and families, and the terri- 
tory of Wyoming be greatly benefitted through the increase of popu- 
lation and improvement naturally following settlement on the public 
domain ;thata large proportion of the lands of said reservation that are 
valuable for agriculture and that would be speedily occupied by actual 
bona fide settlers, if settlement was made lawíul, are now fenced, 
held and occupied by wealthy cattle owners to the exclusion of all 
other persons; that the effect of continuing in force said reservation 
is to aid and sustain a monopoly to the manifest injury of the bona 
fide settler, and without benefit to the United States. 

Your memoralists, therefore, pray your honorable bodies to provide 


. by proper legislation for the speedy abandonment ot said reservation, 


the restoration of the same to the public domain, and for the early 
settlement thereof under the land laws of the United States. 

That an authenticated copy of resolution and memorial be for- 
warded by the honorable secretary of the territory to the honorable 
chairman of the public lands committee of house of representatives.

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CONTROL OF SCHOOL AND UNIVERSITY LANDS. 
Memorial 


Zo the Senate and House of Representativesof the United States in Con- 
gress assembled: 

Your memorialists, the tenth assembly of the legislature of the 
Territory of Wyoming, would most respectfully represent that— 

WueEreEAS, Under the educational land grant acts, it is provided 
that sections sixteen and thirty-six of the public domain, in each ter- 
ritory, be, and are, reserved for the use and benefit of the public 
schools, when said territory shall become a state, but which laws and 
acts make no provision that said sections sixteen and thirty-six can 
be used so as to inure to the benefit of the public schools, while the 
same are under territorial organization and control, which depriva- 
tion works a peculiar hardship, and cripples greatly the educational 
advantages to be derived from the public schools, by the children and 
youth of the territory. The usefulness of said schools would be 
greatly augmented and facilitated, in our judgment, by the passage 
by congress, of an act enabling each territory to assume control of 
the public school lands, viz: Sections sixteen and thirty-six within 
its borders, under proper rules and limitations, as might seem best 
to congress, in its wisdom, to make. 

Your memorialists would respectfully suggest that a feasible means 
of securing this most desirable end, would be to empower the boards 
of county commissioners of the several Counties in each territory to 
lease the school lands in a manner and for such terms as might be 
provided by law, not to exceed the date of the admission of the terri- 
tory into the Union, said lease to be made under the direction and 
approval of the commissioner of the general land office. The pro- 
ceeds arising from the said leases to be paid into the territorial treas- 
ury, and appropriated to the support of the common schools, the 
apportionment and distribution of said school fund to be made by the 
superintendent of public instruction of the territory, and to be based 
on the number of children of school age in each school district, viz: 
Each school district to receive its pro rata of the fund according to the 
number of children of school age in said district. ° 

Your memorialists would most respectfully represent, that it is pro- 
vided by law, that when surveys are made, and it is found that sec- 
tions sixteen and thirty-six are covered with prior adverse rights,such 
as legal occupancy and settlement by individuals, under settlement 
laws, prior to survey of the lands, or deficiency in area, because a 
fractional character of the townships, or from other causes, selections 
for indemnity can be made, the manner of such indemnity selections, 
on account of deficiencies in sections sixteen and thirty-six, and frac- 
tional townships, under acts of May twentieth,eighteen twenty-six, and 
February twenty-six, eighteen fifty-nine, are made by agents appointed 
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by the respective states, which selections are filed in the local offices 
of the district in which the land is situated, and if found to be correct, 
are certified to the general land office, by the register of the local 
office where filed. If, upon examination by the commissioner, the 
same are found to inure to the state, a list is made out and certified to 
the secretary of the interior for his approval; when approved a certi- 
fied copy of the same is transmitted to the governor of the state in 
which the selections are made, and a copy thereof transmitted to the 
Iocal office from which the selections are received to be placed on file 
and the approvals to be noted on its records. After such selections 
have been made as provided, section 2449 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States provides that the fee—i. e., the title—is passed to 
the state by the list being certified by the commissioner of the general 
land office. 

Your memorialists do not desire, or pray, that the fee or title, to 
said indemnity lands selected as above provided, shall pass to the 
territory, by the certificate of the secretary of the interior. but only 
pray that the territorial authorities may be empowered to lease, in the 
manner and for the purpose heretofore specified herein. 

Your’ memorials would suggest that the surveyor general of each 
territory be ordered to examine into and report the number of ‘‘lieu”’ 
or indemnity sections, each territory is entitled to, by law, on the 
basis of which report the superintendent of public instruction of each 
territory shall proceed to select, according to law, the said indemnity 
sections, each county in said territory to have selected and located 
within its borders, its proportion according to its area of theindemnity 
sections to which said territory is entitled. 

'The two conspicuous and controlling reasons, which have induced 
your memorialists to pray that this power may be given to the territo- 
ries,are : first, the great advantage and increased usefulness which will 
accrue to the public schools, and, secondly, that the territory may be 
enabled to select its indemnity lands before all of its most valuable 
lands shall have been pre-empted and absorbed by emigrants and 
settlers. 

And your memorialists further respectfully represent, that at the 
last session of the legislative assembly of this territory, a law was 
passed proyiding for the location and maintenance of the university 
of Wyoming at Laramie. Under the provisions of this act, a uni- 
versity building has been erected at that city, at a cost of fifty thou- 
sand dollars, and the university was formally openedlast autumn with 
a full corps of competent instructors, and with an attendance at this 


? ‘time of about seventy students. At the time of the passage of this 


act, the legislature wisely comprehending the necessity of securing 
the congressional grant of seventy-two sections of land for university 
purposes to the territory, before the same should be absorbed by the 
rapidly increasing settlement of the territory, provided for the ap- 
pointment of an agent at the expense of the territory, to select these 
lands, and that officer was duly appointed and confirmed, with the 
approval and consent of the honorable secretary of the interior. 
This agent has selected all of these university sections from the most 
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valuable of unappropriated lands, and the same have been with- 
drawn from entry. But they can not be made available for the pres- 
ent pressing uses of the university, under the terms of the present 
acts of congress in relation thereto, although from their annual 
rental, a handsome annual income might be obtained which would be 
of incalculable benefit to our university during its infancy. when it 
needs every fostering care, These lands can be leased without im- 
pairing their value, but on the contrary with the effect of enhancing 
it and without infringing on the right of congress to have the absolute 
control of the same for university purposes. 

We therefore respectfully and earnestly urge upon your honorable 
bodies the necessity of immediate and adequate legislation vesting in 
the trustees of the university the power to lease these lands and to 
appropriate the proceeds thereof to the purposes of the university of 
Wyoming.

RELATING TO THE RECLAMATION OF ARID LANDS AND 
THE PRESERVATION OF THE FORESTS OF WYOMING. 


Memorial 


~~ Lo the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
4 America in Congress Assembled: 7 

; Your memorialist, the tenth assembly of the legislature of Wyo- 
ming, respectfully represent that the possibility of ever bringing 
under cultivation a very large proportion of the arid public lands in 
Wyoming (lands that with proper irrigation can be made highly pro- 
ductive), will depend-on a system of irrigation more comprehensive 
than it will be possible for individuals or private corporations, or the 
territorial government to construct without aid from the general gov- 
ernment, 

Many of the rivers of the states and territories west of the ninety- 
ninth meridian of longitude, west from Greenwich, have their source 
in one such state or territory and flow through other states and terri- 
tories, thereby making it probable that interstate questions will be 
raised when the use of water from such rivers by one state or terri- 
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tory extends to all the water of such rivers. Therefore, your me- 
morialists earnestly represent that the proper distribution of the 
waters of Wyoming for agricultural and beneficial purposes is of 
greater importance to the people of this territory than any other ques- 
tion pertaining to territorial matters over which the congress of the 
United States has control (excepting, possiby, the primary disposal 
of the soil). 

Such distribution of water should be based on a system that would 
bring under cultivation, by actual settlers, the greatest acreage of 
land at the least possible cost for the use of such water ; the settlement 
of Wyoming by as great a population as the lands of the territory 
ought to sustain; the sale to actual settlers, for farming purposes, 
of millions ot acres of the public land ; the development of the many 
resources of the territory that depend in whole, orin part, on the suc- 
cessful cultivation of the soil, make this a question that demands the 
early attention of congress. 

Your memorialists respectfully suggest, that the great question of 
bringing under cultivation large areas of the public lands in the arid 
districts of the western states and territories, seems to justify the ap- 

i pointment of a commission for each of the states and territories that 
i . lay in whole or in part in the arid districts of the United States, said 
commission to be composed in part of competent engineers who can, 
with reasonable accuracy, determine the feasibility of a great system 
of reservoirs by utilizing the many great depressions or natural basins 
f in the valleys and plains, as well as other systems of reservoirs, and 
the probable costs of all such reservoirs, as well as the cost of a 

system of canals and ditches for the purposes of irrigation. 
Among the reasons why a system of reservoirs should be provided 
. are, the storage of water during the high water season, when the 
largest part of the waters for the year run to waste and add volume 
to the already flooded rivers in the Missouri and Mississippi valleys. It 
is believed that a general distribution over the arid districts of the 
g waters that flow down from the mountains, together with the cultivation 
à of the soil and the growth of trees, would increase the rainfall in such 
arid districts in which the rainfall is not now sufficient to make the cul- 
tivation of the soil a safe undertaking without the advantage of irri- 
gation. The foregoing reasons, together with the fact that such a 
; system for'the distribution of the waters within the territory, would 
make possible the cultivation of land sufficient to support tens of thou- 
| sands of families. Lands that would otherwise be fit only for the 
pasturage of stock, and having a natural producing capacity less than 
, >» .one-twentieth part of what might otherwise be produced with proper 
cultivation by means of irrigation. These seem reasons sufficient to 
justify the general government in expending large sums of money 
for the reclamation of such arid lands, or to grant to the territory 
lands sufficient to aid such reclamation. Such lands to be disposed 
of for only the purpose of aiding in the reclamation of arid lands, 
under such restrictions and limitations as will best protect the inter- 

ests of the occupants of all such reclaimed lands. 

Your memorialists further represent, that there should be a thorough 
investigation concerning the preservation of the forests located at or 
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near the sources of the mountain streams, thatthe citizens of the ter- 
ritory, agriculturists, miners, manufacturers, and others, may have 
the necessary wood for fuel and timber for mines, and lumber and 
wood material necessary for the building of houses and improvement 
of ranches, as well as for all other domestic purposes in which wood 
material is indispensable in the settlement and development of a new 
country. 

The pine forests of Wyoming are quite extensive, and under proper 
restrictions and limitations all of the timber necessary for domestic 
purposes might be taken from such of the public lands as are subject 
to mineral entry only, without destroying.the foreststo such an extent 
that it would materially endanger the water supply for the use of the 
people who may settle in the valleys and plains of. Wyoming. 

Your memorialists further represent, there are certain principles 
pertaining to water rights in the arid districts that ought to be settled 
principles of law, and should be determined by act of congress. 
Such laws ought to determine the extent and nature of the water 


rights in the territories in a way that will forever secure the greatest. 


benefits to the greatest number in the use of the water of the terri- 
tory. B 
That all of the foregoing matters may have early attention your 
memorialists earnestly pray.
